Tho now is believed to be at Long-! 
view; Bill Ratliff, whom none of the j 
officers questioned knows anything 
• t all about, and Lee W eatherford, a J 
blacksmith who lives at 912 East Ter- | 
roll avenue. 
Eastus already is under indictm ent! 
on a charge of arson in connection' 
with the burning of a house ow ned' 
by E. C. Smith, a lawyer, who also 
is under 
indictment 
on 
the 
same 
charge. Smith is said to be in Dallas. 
The Baptist church wras destroyed 
by fire for which an alarm was re­ 
ceived at the central fire station at 
1:13 o’clock on the morning of Sun­ 
day, Feb. I, 1912. 
The parsonage, 
810 
West 
Fifth 
street, was discovered on fire while 
the church was burning, but this was 
extinguished. 
Tbs parsonage, however, was part­ 


ially destroyed by a fire reported at j 
3:17 o’clock on the morning of March 
2, 1912, Rev. Mr. Norris escaped from 
this fire from a second story window 
and dropped his children from the 
roof onto a m attress placed on the- 
lawn by a neighbor. 
F. W. Axtell, grand jury foreman, 
decloned to discuss the m atter. Asked 
if there would be any other indict­ 
m ents he declined to 
answer, 
but 
significantly said “Of course we still 
are in session.**

Oklahoma City, Aug. 16.—The state 
board of education Friday passed a 
resolution advising m at the public 
schools of the state continue in use 
the books of the 1908 adoption, with 
the exception of spellers.

’Ready 
for Flight Around 
England. 


C A P U C I N E 


Southampton, Eng., Aug. 15.—This 
city is filled with visitors from all 
parts of the 
United 
Kingdom 
and 
man '’foreigners w’ho have come here 
to witness the start tomorrow of the 
great waterplane flight around Great 
Britain, in which a number of the best 
craft of this type in Great Britain will 
compete for the 125,000 prize offered 
by the proprietors of the Daily Mail 
to the aircraft w'hich first competes 
the prescribed circuit within a period 
not exceeding seventy-two hours. The 
contest which will be formally open­ 
ed tomorrow, is beld under the aus­ 
pices of the Royal Aero Club, which 
has mapped out the route for the 
flight and has set dow*n the rules gov­ 
erning the race. 
The start will be made from here 
and the route will follow* a line via 
Dover, Yarmouth, Scarborough, Aber­ 
deen, Inverness, Oban, 
Dublin 
and 
‘Falmouth, back to Southampton wa­ 
ter. The controls will be at or near 
the places mentioned and competitors 
must alight at each of these controls 
for purposes of identification. 
Each 
aircraft must remain for thirty min­ 
utes at each control, but this time 
will not be counted as part of the sev­ 
enty-two hours. Stoppages 
between 
the controls are not prohibited, but 
the time thus consumed is counted as 


I Part of the flying time. Only British 
subjects and pilots registered and Ii 
censed under the rules of the Royal 
Aero Club will be permitted to take 
part in the race. Each machine must 
carry a passenger in addition to its 
pilot and their combined weight must 
not be less than 265 pounds. Any de 
ficiency in weight must be made up 
by ballast. Only 
machines 
entirely 
built in Great Britain or the British 
colonies will be permitted to take 
part in the race. Towing is not pro 
hibited, but the finishing line must be 
crossed in flight.

Aug. 15.—Scat­ 
tered rains, which late Friday night 
appeared to

broke the extremely hot weather of 
Oklahoma. Th’e fall in temperature 
was from IO to 20 degrees in nearly 
every portion of the state.
